OBSERVED VIOLATIONS 

1. 15A NCAC 13B .0838(18) & Permit Condition 2 – Approved nutrient management plans shall be followed.  

While reviewing the submitted site logs for the permit renewal it was noted that the monthly application rate was 

exceeded in Jan & June of 2009& June of 2011. These are “low” application months when the rate is 5,000 

gallons x field acreage. The annual maximum application rate was not exceeded during this time frame. Please 

review procedures & implement changes such as monitoring the monthly application rate (particularly on 

all low months) to prevent exceeding the approved rates.
